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3 THE STOCKTON FIGHT. 


There seems to bé little doubt, from the advices that are cuming 
from Stockton, that the open shop fight there broaght on by some of 
the employers:under the organization known as the M. M. & E E., is 
but the test case, as it were, of employers throughout the state, par- 
tieularly the western portion of California, who, desiring open shop 
and the return to the days when the employe fought his battle single- 
handed, wish to see if an open shop fight at this time can win. 

There is little doubt, indeed, that if the employers should win 
their fight in Stockton a veritable wave of open shop agitation would 
sweep the state, in spite of all the exposition boosters can do to hold 
the trouble down until after the fair. 

In fact, about the only thing which will prevent a supreme effort 
on the part of employers all over the state, the BIG employers, from 
eoercing the smaller dealers and manufacturers into taking part in 
sueh a fight and making an organized assault upon organized labor 
will be the fact that such a fight just preceding and probably lasting 

over into 1915 would result in serious harm to the éxposition, and the 
business men, big and little, will not jeopardize their chances of get- 
ting the increased business which would come during the fair. 
But every labor man expects trouble after the fair is over. There 
is no question but that the section, a minority, by the way, of em- 
ployers who always have and always will be the enemies of organized 
labor are looking for a good opening to make an assault upon the 
unions to bring about the good old days when the employers could 
grind their employes down until hardly a living wage was paid. 

The agitation at Washington, with its consequent disastrous re- 
sults for the lobbyists, has brought the big business men to the reali- 
zation that they must keep somewhere near the ‘law, else they are 
liable to get into trouble. So now, with the law, fines and imprison- 
ment on the one hand and organized labor on the other demanding its 
rights, the en are hard put to pile up the gs millions of other 

days. 

The e are complaining that ie days of abide money 
are over, that it is harder for a business man to get along these days 
than it used to be, that the days of piling up great fortunes are fast 

fading, and nowadays the poor grafter-has-a hard time to turn a few 
thousand dollars by nice, quiet, shady methods such as dedollarizing 
‘the widow and the orphan. 

It does seem a shame, indeed, that this class of jaaiiresead citi- 
zens, the big employer, should be thus treated, and it never would 
have been if a lot of meddlesome working men hadn't gotten together 
and agreed it was about time somebody stopped the claw of big busi- 
ness from pouring into its own maw the dollars of the working men. 
and women, the education and purity of the children, the integrity of 
the sons and fathers. 

Pretty pass things have come to, say these employer enemies of 
organized labor. Think of it! Working men actually expect to live 
in comfortable homes. Working men actually want to send their 
sons and daughters to college. Working men actually want their 
wives to wear silk dresses. Working men actually want to own small 
automobiles and motor boats. Working men actually want te be ad- 
dressed ag the boss addresses his other business associates. 
„ Working men's ehildren really expect to go to the same achoots, 
attend the same dances, skate in the same rinks and ride in automo- 
biles on the same highways with the children of the employer. Why, 
preposterous | 

Tue effrontery of these common working men to expect these 
things when not ten years ago they were well nigh slaves, 

The astounding gall of the aspirations of these working men, 
wanting to educate their children. Who ever heard of the child of a 
working man wanting an education? * 

Why, not many years since, before these meddlesome agitators 
worked the laboring classes up, got them discontented with their lot 
in life, the workers were content to live in hovels. They were content 
to turn their daughters over to the hand of the rich despoiler of vir- 


tue and say nothing but weep in silence and in secret, because the 


future living of the whole family depended on father holding his job. 

Why, not ten years ago the working man didn’t even presume to 
speak to his boss, and the working man's wife and children didn’t 
dare nod to the boss’ wife and children unless the latter condescended 
to nod first, and now look at them, these workers, with their unions 
und their shop rules and their high flown ideas of equality! Humph! 


That’s the idea of the real enemy of organized labor. They deny |$ 


this, these foxy. fellows, but it's true nevertheless. Many and many 
“of the small dealers have been eoerced into the fight by the whole- 
salers, who refuse to extend eredit to the retailers if they do not join 
in the ficht. Many of the wholesalers have been coerced by the same 
manner by the manufacturers. Many of the manufacturers are afraid 

ot. to side with their y ers, aud there you are. . 


We may face such a fight aie thes the exposition is ended, but so 


1 ar ag the employers winning out at Stockton is concerned now, there 


is not a chance. The power of the whole ‘Federation of Labor is be- 
hind those men who are fighting at Stockton, their campaign is being 
waged: by cool-headed, caleulating, conservative men, who will not 
indulge,nor allow the employers to entice them into disorder. Stock- 
ton is getting tired of the fight. The public of Stockton is with the 
working people and the business of the employers is suffering and 
suffering severely. 

The men who are leading the employers’ fight, one of them at 
least, is a man who makes his money by enlisting the employers in 


war on the unions, and he finds ample backing on the part of the big 


operators, who can see millions rolling into their coffers once the 
power of the union is broken. ‘ 

But the fight has come too late. Five years ago such a fight 
might have been won, but today—NEVER. 

The Stoekton working classes are standing together solidly and 
the employers are not succeeding in importing scabs.’ Men go there 
to go to work and then find that it is not what was represented and 
take up their journey again. 

The struggle is not over, by any means, but the beginning of the 
end in Stockton is in sight and the result of that fight will deter 
many other employers from attempting the same Meng in other com- 
munities. 


THE SCHOOLS. 


According to Superintendent Helms, the schools will show this 
year their average increase in attendance, and the time has come 
when a nurse must be provided for the children. 

The superintendent’s idea is to combine the position of school 
nurse with that of truant officer, secure some intelligent woman who 
is highly trained, who possesses diplomacy and knowledge, and who 
can handle children, and make that woman practically a confidential 
agent of the Board of Education. 

The Daily News believes this suggestion from the superintend- 
ent.is a good one. Surely, whatever is done, something must be done. 
These children cannot go on suffering from everything from stone 


bruise or adenoids, malnutrition to poor ventilation, and then be 
blamed for being backward in their studies. 

The day has come in the schools, as in every other line of en- 
deavor, when the training must be handled scientifically, and Rich- 
mond, boasting the police department she does, surely does not want 
to blush with shame when the exposition visitor or the prospective 
resident asks, ‘‘What about your schools?’’ 

8 The dental clinie and the school nurses are absolutely necessary, 
and until we get them we are wasting a percentage of the money we 
are spending for the education of our children. 

It is exactly like the man who has an immense foundry and who 
takes no care as to how much of his coal goes up in smoke and is 
wasted. We must conserve the energy and the nerve force of these 
children, we must find out what their troubles are, whether they be 
physical or mental, for parents cannot always be depended upon to 
know. 2 

It has been proven in schools all over the United States, in the 
hamlet and in the city, that the greater pereentage of children who 
are backward in their studies have some physical condition or some 
untoward home condition responsible for it, draining the child’s nerv- 
ous force and turning him out finally as a criminal or a dull“ 
pupil. 

We must get after this condition and the time to do it is NOW. 

T he school officials realize this. The thinking parents realize 
this. And the Daily News wants to ask for the school authorities the 
co-operation of the parents in this regard.
